INVASTON OF THE SOUDAN: 

When it was known that the Biitish 
Government had determined to send an 
expedition to tiie Soudan it was feared 
that the invading force would have a 
hard time of it. People remembered 
enough about* the last war in the Sou- 
dan to know that the Dervishes were an 
enemy which the best troops in the 
world could not allbrd to despise. Ac- 
counts of their fearlessness and tlieir 
fanaticism were revived and the fate of 
the Egyptian corps that were sent to op- 
pose them was still fresh in the memory 
of men of middle age. It was believed 
that the native Egyptian soldiers would 
be of little use in an invasion of the Sou- 
dan, and that the hard work and 
the hard fighting of the expedi- 
tion would be as much as the 
veterans of the British army could 
stand. There were military critics 
whose opinions were worthy of respect 
who considered the British Government 
exceedingly rash in deterniiniiig to in- 
vade tlie Soii'ian, and who more tiian 
hinted that it would end in disaster and 
disgrace. Very little was known of the 
state of the country to be invaded. It 
was generally supposed that the Der- 
vishes were as numerous, as well 
equipped and as readj' to fight as ever 
they were. 

Tlie expedition has set out and is now 
well on the way to Dongohi. No misfor- 
tune has overtaken the force. Its pro- 
gress has been necessarily slow, but it 
has not been harassed by an enterpris- 
ing and fearless enemy. The Dervislies 
seem to have lost the fire and the fan- 
aticism which caused them in the former 
WM- to rnsli on to the British bayonets 
and to creep into llritisli forts. 

It ajjpears that the ^Jlahdi and his 
successors ruled lire Soudan with a rod 
•of iron. Their tyranny has been such 
that they have almost depopulated the 
country in some places. Tlie native 
population tlint remains is thoroughly 
tlisheartened and would if it dare wel- 
come tlie invader. 'J he Kiialifa'd army 
is considerabh' reduced in numbers and 
the remnant seems to be greatly de- 
moralized. The Egyptian soldiers, in- 
stead of rimnlng away from the Der- 
vishes like a flock of frightened sheep, 
have shown in the face of the 
enemy many goldierly (pialities. <;iood 
progress has been made with tlii^ rail- 
road which is to convey tiie troops over 
the country where the Nile is not navi- 
gable and the host of camels necessary 
to carry on war in the desert country is 
on its way from all directions to the 
lioadijuarlera of the army. It is now 
believed that the expedition, when it 
takes the route for Dongohi, will he in 
every respect in good condition. 

The probability is that the Soudan 
will be reduced to subjection very soon 
and without any very great sacrifice of 
either blood or treasure. It is now- 
known that the stories that were told 
about the great strength of Osnian 
Digna'a army were untrue. That army 
ia greatly reduced in numbers and it is 
lamentably deaioralized. The conquest 
of Soudan is now confidently expected. 

FAITH IN THEIR CA USE. 

The new French Canadian Ministers 
are showing that they have faith in the 
cause they have espoused and in the 
■Government they have joined. They 
have;not chosen sure Conservative con- 
stituencies but they are contesting coun- 
ties which have returned Liberals and 
are believed to be still strongly Liberal, 
Mr. Angers has resigned his seat in the 
Senate and has become a candidate for 
election in Quebec Centre, which was 
represerited in the last iPa'rliiiment by a 
Liberal, Mr. T. G. Langelier. Mr. Dea- 
jardins has also resigned his seat in the 
Senate and has taken the field in 



Richelieu, which was represented in the 
last Parliament by Mr. Eruneau, a Lib- 
eral. Mr. Taillon, who, before accepting 
a seat in Sir Charles Tapper's Cabinet, 
was Prepieri of; Quebeo, has gone to 
Chambly 'and Vercheres "to oppose Mr. 
GeoflVion, one of the ablest and most 
popular of the Liberals of the Province. 
Vercheres has been for ni ; i.v years Lib- 
eral, being represented 03 Mr. Geof- 
frion's brother, who was a member of 
Mr.^MaekeBzle'8 Government. - 



LAURIER, M'CARTIIY .0 CO. 

The Opposition to the present Gov- 
ernment is certainly a singular com- 
bination. Who, two or three years ago, 
would imagine tiiat the Hon. Wilfred 
Laurier and Dalton McCarthy would ever 
be in close alliance toaccomplish a politi- 
cal purpose? Mr. Laurier was a typical 
French Canadian who was continually 
reminding his audiences that he was 
proud of his origin, and Dalton Mc- 
Carthy was the open and avowed enemy 
of French ascendency, the French 
language and in fact everything that was 
French. Mr. McCarthy':! phiilippics 
against the I'reiich were coarse, bitter 
and most unjust. Hia sneers and 
sarcasms against the race to which Mr. 
Laurier belongs were not pleasant for 
even a fair-minded Englishman to hear. 
What must they have been to a French- 
man who was loyal to his race? Mr. 
jSIcCarthj', too, was not very long ago 
among the bitterest enemies ol the hih- 
erals to be found in the Conservative 
ranks. His contempt for them was un- 
measured, and it found frequent expres- 
sion. I\Ir. McCarthy now finds he has 
use for a Frenchiiian, and Mr. Laurier 
is evidently more tliaii willing to bo 
used. It may be that Mr. Laurier be- 
lieves that he can make of Mr. McCarthy 
an instrument to accomplish his ends. 
So with the view that each can use the 
other to further his political designs 
they have formed a political alli- 
ance; and they, it appears, have 
taken into the queer firm Mr. Ed- 
ward Farrer, the annexationist mission- 
ary and intriguer. Laurier, McCarthy) 
Farrer A Co. make as singular a combin- 
ation as was ever thrown together by 
the exigencies of faction. The zealous 
champion of the French-Canadian race, 
the acrid and outspoken Francophobist, 
and the sly annexationist schemer, can 
surely have very little in common. It 
seems to be in the nature of things im- 
possible that they can have any regard, 
esteem or respect (or each other. What 
is the bond that unites them, and how 
can each use the others to attain the 
object of his ambition? The common 
enemy is evidently the present loyal 
Conservative Government. They are 
bound to use all possible means to efiect 
its destruction. And alterwards, what? 
Does each expect to out-general and 
over-reach the other two? Does Mr. 
Laurier, if he by any chance can be re- 
turned with a majority at his back, hope 
to cast McCarthy and his following 
adrift? Does Mr. McCarthy, l)y some 
unforeseen combination, expect 10 
be the first minister of a government in 
which there will not be a single French- 
man? Does Farrer imagine that, in the 
contention and confusion that the elec- 
tion to the House of Commons of dis- 
cordant and impractical factions will 
cause, he will be able to prevail upon 
faint-hearted, peace-loving Canadians to 
fly for refuge into the arms of the 
United States? It seems to us that suc- 
cess would be the very greatest misfor- 
tune that could befall the conspirators. 
They are scheming to create confusion, 
but ia there any reasonable expectation 
that order will come out of the chaos 
which they are doing their heat to bring 
about? 

There is an easy and an eO'ectivo way 
to foil the unpatriotic plotters^ and that 
is for the true Conservatives of the 
country to stand shoulder to shoulder 
and return thei)reaent (.lovernnicnt with 
a good working majority. This Govern- 
ment would keep the couiitiy in the 
path of ]>rogross, in which it has already 
advanced so far, and give it, under Pro- 
vidence, peace and i>rosperity.

And now, look- 
ing back, 1 think we may be inclined to 
say that it was a blessing for both na- 
tions, if only we can feel assured, as I 
devoutly wish and pray that we may, that 
the two grcjit Anglo-Saxon nations may 
go forward in continual peace and amity. 
But even without the United States the 
ICmpire of the (iueen is an Empire such 
as the worlil has never seen, and wluch 
may satisfy the wildest ambition, and 
yet day by" day it conslaiiLly grows, al- 
inost against our will — certainly without 
conscious action on our part; day by 
day our responsibilities and our ol)liga- 
tion.s increase. But I confess that, for 
myself, I do not regret this manifest des- 
tiny of a great governing and colonizing 
race." 

It is, we believe, hard to overestimate 
the good which Mr. Chamberlain is do- 
ing in helping raon of the British 
race in the Mother Country 
and in tlie Colonies to realize the 
greatiicHH and llii^ splenilnr of the Em- 
pire to which they lielong, and to form 
Bomething like an aiieiiLiiile coiice])tion 
of the glorious future that lies before 
her if they do what is plainly their 
duty.

THE BMDaB DISASTER. 

Two San Franeisco Travellers Relate Their 
Experience on the Unfortunate Struc. 
ture— Another Statement. 

(From the Portland Telofjnuu.) 
The fearful catastrophe at N'ictoria, 
B.C., caused by the collapsing of the 
Point I'lllico bridge over Victoria Arm, 
anil the preci])itatiiig of an electric car 
crowded with passengers to the water 
beneath, was not without its warning, it 
appears, so far as the security of the 
bridge was concerned. 

This morning Mr. George Johnston 
and T. A. Kehop, San Francisco travel- 
ling men, wlio returned from Victoria 
yesterday, in speaking of the awful acci- 
(ieiit, narrated their own experience on 
tlic Point Ellice bridge last Sunday, 
Johnston acting as speaker. 

''After breakfast Sunday morning," 
he said, " we decided to engage a livery 
rig and spend the day driving about 
Victoria and Esquimalt, the latter place 
being our first objective point. It was 
about 10 a.m., when we drovi on to the 
the Point Ellice bridge. It was a lovely 
<lay, and when about the middle of tlie 
structure the team was brought to a 
halt in order that wo might better en- 
joy the exquis'te view presented fruin 
the bridge, "While thus engaged we 
heard a rumble behind us followed 
at once by a tjueer swaying motion of 
the bridge. Instinctively we both turned 
and saw an electric car, heavily loaded, 
approaching from the Victoria end 
of the structure. Never for a moment 
thinking of danger we allowed the horses 
to stand uutil the car had approached to 
within about 80 yards of us. By that 
time the swaying motion had so increas- 
ed as not only to alarm us, but the 
horses also, the animals nervously prauc- 
ing up and down. In the moment of in- 
decision that followed the car had come 
to within 25 feet of us, and candidly the 
rocking of the bridge \;'assnch that 1 be- 
came frightened. Singing out to Ivolioe, 
who was driving, to give the aninuUs 
their heads, I reached over for the whip 
and hit the nigh horse a smart stroke 
across the flank, With a rush and bound 
we cleared the bridge and reached the 
solid ground beyond. As I returned the 
whip to its socket I noticed Kehoe's pale 
face and set jaws. 

" What's the trouble, old man?" I 
asked, but trying to affept an air of in- 
difl'erence myself, 

"'By heavens! Hut I thought that 
bridge was going to go,' answered Tom, 
and then turning to me added, ' and so 
did you.' 

" I was coiiii)elied to admit the im- 
peachment. To three difi'erent iieople 
we spoke of the incident during the day, 
but all treated it lightly, one person in 
particular, who seemed to be in author- 
ity at the Ea(juimalt dock, telling us 
that our fears were due to be- 
ing strangers and that the sway- 
ing of the bridge was not in excess 
of that found in like structures through- 
out the United States. Nevertheless 
Kehoe and myself were not able to 
eradicate the impression that something 
was wrong with the bridge, even speak- 
ing of our experience wliile on it only 
last night. 

" The news this morning of the awful 
catastrophe which has happened at the 
very point where we e.xiierionced our 
fright, unnerved us botli for the mo- 
ment, for it showed how close had been 
our own escape, even though two days 
had elapsed." 

Mr. C. C. Crane, Pacific coast agent at 
San Francisco of the Vainlerljilt line.s", 
arrived in Portland this morning from 
Victoria, where he liad been chaperon- 
ing the Daniels jiarty of tourists, who 
passed through Portland a few d.iys ago. 
Mr. Crane aavs the scene of tlie awful 
britlge catastrophe of yesterday after- 
noon is a pitiful one. The Daniels party 
and himself passed over the bridge in 
carriages just a short time before the 
doomed tram car came along. 

" Had I seen theunder supports of the 
bridge," said Mr. Crane this morning, 
" I (ion't believe I should have crossed 
it in a carriage or a car under any con- 
sideration. It is tlie ilimsiest-looi^iug 
structure 1 ever saw. The span wbicli 
gave way in the first one next to the ap- 
proach from the down-town district, and 
that portion of the bridge snapped oil 
as if it, had been cut in two with a saw.

The report has found currency several 
tfnies that the schooner Ida Etta, for- 
merly of Ballard, had been lost. These 
stories, says the Post-Intelligencer, wore 
entirely without foundation. The Ida 
Etta was at Yomado, Japan, on May I. 
A jirivate letter from Samuel L. Waltz, 
one of the ship's crew, 'was received by 
his mother, Mrs. Eunice A, Walt/, who 
resides in this city, which sets at vent all 
fears as to the safety of the veBsel, and 
in addition contains much information 
as to the voyage. The letter was dated 
Yomado, iNIay l,and is as follows: 

" I now take the first opportunity that 
I have had to drop you a few lines to let 
you know^ that I am well, and that the 
vessel and all hands are all right. I 
tried to get a letter mailed from Kashira, 
being the lirst place we wont into, on 
March L"„', but it being aclosed port they 
would not accept it. We were lifty- 
ciglit days making the passage, haviuK 
poor luck all the time. We had head 
winds and storms on the American 
coast and veiy poor trade winds and 
light winds after getting on this coast. 

" On the 26th of January we had a 
very severe gale of wind, but came 
through it all right. It was in tlie morn- 
ing, and the very Avorst of it only lasted 
from 1 to 'A, ami it did blow, I assure 
you. Wo jiut out oil bags and took all 
"the precautions that the long soa ex- 
jierienoe of the master could suggest, 
which after all seems not much, when 
one looks on the fearful fury of tlie sea. 
I have never seen a storm like it since 
I have been on the water, and I cannot 
imagine how a vessel could act better 
than the Ida Etta did on that occasion. 

"We have only about 300 skins, but 
we have an average with the rest of the 
vessels that we have spoken or heard of. 
We were told by the Mary Taylor tliac 
we had been positively reported bottom 
up on tlu^ outer coast with our boats 
siiKislied alongside, and that our name 
had been read on the vessel, and 1 am 
afraid that you will worry about it until 
you hoar (iiU'erenl. I don't see what 
good it can do anyone to start audi tales 
and cause needless anxiety to those who 
ivo friends on the vessel. I hope if 
the report reached home and was iiub- 
lished in the jiapers that you will see 
that it is denied. 

" We lost a boat and crew on the 9th 
of April last, but hear that they are on 
the Viva all safe. We expect to go into 
Hakodate about the middle of June, and 
if you write upon the arrival of this I 
will get it all right, I think, as we are 
not likely to leave before July 1." 

The Ida Etta is now a Victoria schoon- 
er, being in command of Captain W. 0. 
Hughes.

K. l inlayson, with a skilful navigator, 
and A. F. Samuels, James Johnson and 
George Finlayson on board, startetl for 
San Juan island.' The run was speedily 
made, but owing to the unbroken and 
exposed coast line of the island con- 
siderable Jdifliculty was experienced in 
fi^nding a safe mooring place. Finally 
Kanaka bay was entered and tiiat day 
(.Saturday) was spent at anclior. From 
there two of the crew went overland to 
Cattle Point on the sruitliern end of the 
island to inspect the Daisy Belle. Off 
Cattle Point is carried on an extensive 
fishing industry, jiiles extending for 
miles oir land into the water ; and traps 
arc laid in a perfect labyrinth of net 
work to catch salmon. It was among 
the most southerly of these that the 
Daisy Belle found her way after drifting 
from Victoria, and her discovery was 
almost remarkable. The fishermen of 
the Pointsaw the black object with centre 
board projecting six feet or so out of the 
water and immediately conoiuded that it 
was a whale. .-Vccordingly tliey armed 
themselves with spears, guns and num- 
erous other weapons and ijroeeeded to 
the attack, only, however,' to find out 
their mistake.

After 
leaving for Victoria it took an hour and 
a half to go through Trial Island jiass- 
age, owing to the unfavorable tide. 
Notwithstanding this, they reached the 
inner harbor at 11 p.m. .Speaking of 
the fishing station at Cattle Point, one 
of the crew of the Dora stated yesterday 
that the industry is carried on by four 
large companies who are now in litiga- 
tion. _ He says that fish are caught 
there in great quantities and are inime- 
diateij' placed in refrigerators and 
shipped east. Some half-dozen steam- 
ers are busily engaged about the place, 
while as many more pile-drivers are 
employed extending the grounds.

Tlie Situation in tho Different Prov- 
inces—Liberal Claims Sliowu 
to Bo Bogrns. 



(From the Winnipeg Nor'-Weater.) 
The Liberals are abandoning conatitu- 
-cncies right and left. In the bye-elec- 
tions they were degraded in many places 

to the rank of thu' third partj', and,.tnk- 

iut; the hint, they are liero ' and tliere 
preparing to get out of polities. So far 
there is only one Liberal nominee for the 
iour seatB in Toronto, and his candida- 
ture is very like a sham. In East To- 
ronto they are satisfied to let Mr. Mc- 
Carthy nominate their candidate. Tiiey 
liave abandoned the field in Cardwell 
and arc said to be willing to withdraw 
from a score of other Ontario ridings in 
favor of the P. P. A. or the Patrons. 
Never was the deinorulization of a party 
'in the face o£ tbe enemy so complete. 
Mr. David Mills, wlio has already lost 
Bothwell, has l)uon lDoldn<,' aroiiiuf for a 
safe .seat, ljuL in vaiii. 

Sir Oliver Mowat, wbo waa called to 
the rescue of the party, will carry tl;u 
banner of free trade to the senate, but 
not to the polls. Kvery provincial pru- 
inier on whuni the Liberalt; coun'teil lias 
funked. Without exception tliey liave 
declined to surrender theeniolumenlaof 
office for tbe chance of a better job un- 
der Mr. Laurier. Even Mr. Laurier, 
-either thiough scarcity of material or 
lack of courage, is running in two con- 
stituencies, and may postibly try his 
luck in a third. Mr. Kufus H. i'oi)e, 
who contests Couipton, in the Eastern 
townshijjs, will have no Liberal oppo- 
sition. A day or two ago tho opposition 
withdrew its eaiulidatu in that riilintr, 
and left the lield to tlie Patron, wbo has 
not a ghost of a chance. The funking of 
the premier and the funking of tbe candi- 
dates is eanily explained. Tbe Liberals 
in Ontario and Rlanitoba are being dis- 
credited daily by the pro-Catholic eam- 
.paign of Mr. Laurier and the Rouge 
press in Quebec. 

The leading English Liberal and 
(French Liberal papeia there! have opon- 
-ly delared that they will do everything 
"the church asks for, and have accepted 
the mandeoient as a demand for tbe ex- 
treme measure of coercion, for which 
Mr. Laurier is calling from one end of 
the province to Mie other. While this is 
proving a stumbling block in the Pro- 
testant centres, the attitude of tbe On- 
tario wing of the party is destroying 
'faith in the LiberalB throughout (Juebeo. 
Here tbe exercise of the power to give 
redress, which Mr. Laurier is pledged to 
use to the fullest extent, is denounced 
by Liberal journals, and the whole pa.-- 
ty organization is passing under the in- 
fluence of the McCarthj'ites. The appeal 
ito bigotry in both provmces is bound to 
fail, because the extreme attitude of the 
party in tbe one is the check upon the 
other. Tbe result, as already, stated, 
is that whereas a few months ago 
the Liberals entertained the highest 
hopes, their leaders are now dispirited. 

The losses of the Liberal party are be- 
coming more and more pronounced each 
day. jMen who have supported tbe Op- 
position in previous campaigns are sig- 
jiifying their intention of withdrawing 
their assistance froii^ tbe ])olicy of folly, 
disgusted with the party and its lead- 
ers. One of these is Air. F. 11. Hale, 
who was sent to Ottawa a few veara ago 
by the Liberal.^ of Carleton, N. B. Ad- 
dressing tbe electors of Woodstock a 
.few days ago, he said bis experience at 
■Ottiiwa soon taught him that the Litj- 
eral party were merely working for 
office, without any regard for the goofl 
of the country, and he had then and 
there decided to go out ot politics at the 
end of the turn], feeling that he could no 
longer support the Liberal party ifl the 
House, lie did so, retiring tOv private 
life, giving Ida support as a private citi- 
zen to the party of progress, the Liberal 
Conservative party. Mr. Hale is now 
the Couserva live candidate. 

Probably the most respected nieniber 
of Mr. Laurier's party in the city of 
<iucbec is Jlr. Fremont, ex-mayor, late- 
ly luember for tjuebec county. He is an 
able and honest man, aiul a life-long 
Liberal, but i.s said to bo no longer in- 
cluded in the ranks of tbe Laurier party. 
In Bestigouche, Mayor Alexander, of 
Campbellton, an old-time Liberal, has 
become an active supporter of the gov- 
ernment. Senator Snowball, and a 
■ great number ot Northumberland busi- 
nien who followed iVIr. Mackenzie and 
^[r. Blake, do not follow the present 
leaders. The government candidate in 
Kent, N. B., was not a supporter of the 
ministry at tbe time Mr. McKeown 
made his last turn. When the Liberal 
)iarty was led by Mr. Mackenzie and Jlr. 
I!lak(!, Mr. Alexander Gibson waa a 
Liberal. He wimlil, per!irv|)C, Ii;:c mar.y 
(itber Biipporier,~ of the government, call 
liiiKsell l)y lluu, name yet, while main- 
taining that ;dl there is of true Liberal- 
ism in politics is found on the Liberal- 
Conservative si<le. 

Nova Scotia has also its examples of 
men who are changing. Mr. Boscoe, the 
leader of tbe King's county bar, who was 
Dr. Borden's ablest supnorter on the 
platform, is now on the stump for the 
government candidate. And in Pictou 
the only thing which the opponents of 
the governnientbave been able to charge 
against Sir Chailes Ilibbcrt Tnjjper's 
colleague, Jlr. A. C. Bell, ie that four 
years ago be was a free trader, oi)i)osed 
to tbe National Policynnd to tlie Thomp- 
son government. The P.E.I. ]ireH.s i)iib- 
liHhed the card of Mr. James Yeo, a can- 
didate in West Prince, P.E.L, in which 
Mr. Yeo sets forth bis reasons for refus- 
ing to act longer with tbe Liberal party. 
Yet from 1874 to 1S!)1 Mr. Yeo sal i'n 
Parliament as a supporter of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie, Mr. Ulake and Mr. Laurier. 
Like Mr. Hale, he has learned that the 
country has nothing to gaiafrom the 
party that calls itself Liberal'. ' 

Nearer bonn;, Mr. Carscallen, of Ilau)- 
ilton, ex-pr(!Hidentof the Keform associa- 
tion of Hani J ton, shows by hia change 
of opinion that the Liberals are losing in 
Ontario, and in Winnipeg one of idar- 
tin's leading su])i)ortt;r8 bus giveii his 
adhesion to Mr. llugh .lobii Macdonald. 
In the oiiposition i)reas a li.st of alleged 
converts to Liberalism ia being imide to 
.f. do service to offdet these gains, , but in

In passing 
that act I consider that they did not give the 
minority that couslileratlon that the uarltime 
and Eastern provinces had done. That was tho 
right time the (luesiloii should have been 
settled. After si.v >ears litigritiou we Hud that 
it has beconu' a niilloiial (luestimi. Ucmctilnl 
Icgir-lation as brinight in by the govornniout 
lias not iiecn endorsctl by tlit? country. Tlie 
Liberal party have been divided 011 the ques- 
tion as well as the (Conservatives, anil the con- 
clusion that the wisest men lu tlie country 
iiave come 10 Is that the Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to all ccmcerned. 1 couhi not sui>port 
Uenicdial LegisUitiou as brought in by the 
government, but would support any measure 
to give juslirc to nil (concerned, so longasllio 
nubile seliool system is kept intact, Hon. Mr. 
Laurier, while in B.C., said on two occaslona 
while here that we had tbe bett tekool lyalem In 
the country, and commended our province 
highly on its advanced school system. Having 
such testiiiionv (and I believe he meant all he 
said) I have no liesitaUon In saying we have 
about as perfect a school system as there is in 
any country. 

In coming to provincifH matters I believe w e 
are on the threshold of a prosperous future, 
Our mineral resources, from our borders to the 
An.'tic Ocean, indicate that we have untold 
wcallh wiihin our reach. Being nllve to those 
facts, it IS onr ilnty to advertise our rosourres; 
to euccunige Kiigllsh cai)ital to come aiiilile- 
velop our mines of proi'ious metals, 'I'hc federal 
and ]irovincial governments must <lo their 
iiarts also, and il will be the duly of the niem- 
Ijcrs elected lo Ottawa to see that justice is done.

In his public 
form St. Frusquin certainly appears the 
best of the three-year-olds at the present 
moment, and there are some who hold 
that even if anything went amiss with 
J>eopold de Kotlischild's champion, he 
eould (-till win with Gulistan de Galeaz- 
zo. Teufel, the only horse that 
has beaten St. Frasquin, did 
by a neck a year ago, -w-hen the 
.Saint was giving the Bevil a large 
amount in weight, and unless the latter 
has greatly improved in the winter and 
spring, his chances at equal weights 
should not be strong. Regret once pro- 
mised to rival St.Frus(]uin in public favor 
but his speed trials with others in 
the same stables were disappointing:.

NO SETTLEMENT EEAGHED. 

Skeena River Fishermen Are SUU On Strike 
—Will Accept No Compromise. 

When the C.P.N, steame.'- Danube, 
Capt. I\Ieyor, which arrived iu port last 
night, left the Skeena the strike declared 
by the fishermen on tiie river over a 
month ago was still on. Not a cannery 
on the river is doing anything worthy of 
mention, and the terius of agreement be- 
tween managers and employes are now 
as far ti-oni settlement as " ever. The 
latter have been offered Ho cents and 
7 cents for the spring and sockeye sal- 
mon caught — a compromise of 10 cents 
and 1 cent respectively — on the uart of 
the cannerymeo, but the fisfiernien 
stubbornly insist on nothing less than 
CO and 10 cent lay. Here tlie deadlock 
occur?, and .should it continue 
for miu^li longer the effect on the North- 
ern K[)i'ing i)ack will bo disastrous. The 
lishernien Kay that if their demands are 
mjt complic",! with by the time the Dan- 
ube returns they will leave the ilvei- in 
a body anil try their fortunes in some 
part of I he province. On the other 
hand the emoloyers arc; becoming tirod 
of beiiiL' hoycotieil, and it is stated have 
sent word down to Victoria and Van- 
couver for a new force of men, these to 
go North on the Danube when she sails 
and to h.ive their nnRsnvA amna nn. In 
the meainvhile the lo8a~whlch cauViery- 
men are suffering or in fact both are 
enduring is not 80 great as one 
would naturally be inclined to 
think, for tJie salmon have not 
been running over plentifully. 
The weather has been fairly mild. On 
the steamer 150 cases from R. Uunnini;- 
liam's cannery at Port Essington w-ore 
shipped to Victoria, together with 415 
cases from Deaney's at Namu. The 
former consignment is what some In- 
dians brought in to tlie cannery and it is 
the first canned salmon that has this 
season reached the Victoria market. 
The passengers to arrive on the Danube 
were: Miss Stone, H. Bell-Irving, B.C. 
Mess, A. Donaldson, E. Poll, S. M. 
Okell, J. McClay, E. Worzbacher, 0.

Earl Selbournc Will Probably Be 
■ Invited to Preside Over the 
Deliberations. 



London, June 2.— The Pacific Cable 
conference, at which representatives of 
Canada, New Zealand and Australia will 
bo present, assembles in London this 
week. The advocates of the imdertak 
ing urae that the British government 
should unite with the governments of 
Australia and Canada in guaranteein 
the interest upon the capital re- 
quired for the single line of cable 
from British Columbia to Australia. 
An intercolonial conference held at 
Wellington, N.Z., several years since, 
determined that a guarantee of 4 per 
cent, on a capil'il of X1,SOO,OUO for four- 
teen years would be ssillicient to induce 
a conqiany to construct the line. This 
conference proposed that the cable 
Hhould touch at both the Sandwich 
islands and Samoa. 

The Ottawa conference later adoptrd a 
resolution requesting tlie Canadian gov- 
ernment to taite the necessary steps to 
promote the construction of the cable, 
and the Canadian government called for 
tenders for the laying of the 
calile. In January of this vear 
a conference of the postmasters 
general of the Australian colonies, 
held at Sydney, adopted a resolution de- 
claring that Great Britain, Australia 
and Canada should each pay one-third 
of the cost of the Pacific cable, that the 
landing place should be only on British 
territory, and that the route from I'iji 
should " be to Norfolk island, from 
which place the line should bifurcate to 
the north island of New Zealand, and 
to Moreton Bay, on the east coast of 
Australia. The conference this week 
will discuss the whole question of gov- 
ernment aid — British and colonial — for 
a cable from Canada to Australia. It is 
probable that the Earl of Selbourne, 
under secretary of state for the colonies, 
in the Roaebery cabinet, will be invited 
to preside over the conference.
